1 4 —Senator 
Cummins of’ Iowa has introduced a 
bill 
requiring the national monetary 
commission to make a final report not 
later than Dec. 4, and to amend the 
act creating the commission to make 
it expire on Dec. 
This is the first 
move on the part of the senate insur­ 
g e n t to inquire into the workings of 
the commission. 
Since the adjournment of the Sixty- 
first congress there has been much 
criticism 
of 
the national 
monetary 
commission. 
Some time ago the in­ 
surgent 
Republican 
senators 
talked 
the matter over and decided that ac­ 
tion should be taken to put augend to 
the commission and to put a limita­ 
tion on the power to expend money 
under the authority of congress, which 
created that bo iv. 
As the law was 
enacted there is absolutely no limit 
the insurgents contend, to the amount 
of Phoney that may be expended in the 
work of the commission. 
The chair­ 
man or acting chairman of the com­ 
mission has full authority to direct 
the expenditures and to approve them, 
and by the specific wording of the act, 
his final approval st all not he ques­ 
tioned by any auditing officer of the 
government. 
The criticism directed against the 
monetary commission has been chiefty 
based on the fact tiiat so many former 
senators and former representatives 
have got snug berths therein at sala­ 
ries equal to those which they drew' as 
members of congress.
